Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  First  Annual  Report 
on  the  Health  of  the  district  under  your  charge  for  the  year  ending 
December  31st,  1919. 

The  Council  has  been  able  to  extend  the  water  main  along 
the  Elvaston  Lane  and  Church  Street,  supplying  about  22  houses, 
so  that  very  few  houses  are  now  without  Corporation  Water  Sup- 
ply. In  Sept,  last  the  Council  decided  to  cleanse  all  privies  and 
ashpits  in  the  district,  and  remove  all  refuse  every  two  weeks. 

At  Allenton  work  has  been  commenced  of  taking  down  privies 
and  building  W.C.’s  with  Corporation  Water  Supply. 

The  Council  has  also  decided  to  erect  72  houses  in  the  dis- 
trict, viz.,  36  at  Allenton  and  36  at  Alvaston. 

There  has  been  one  serious  outbreak  of  Infectious  Disease 
during  the  year,  viz.,  Influenza.

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DEATHS. 

In  the  accompanying  tables  the  number  of  deaths,  with  their 
sex  distribution,  is  shown.  Fourteen  deaths  were  registered  in  the 
district,  whilst  five  persons  belonging  to  this  neighbourhood  died 
outside  it  (“  Inward  Transfers.”)  This  brings  the  nett  number  of 
deaths  to  19,  and  yields  a death  rate  of  12.46  per  1000  of  the 
population. 

The  causes  of  death  are  chown  in  Table  III.  of  the  Local 
Government  Board.
